And fozaſinuch as the City generally is moze full ofable and ſufficient men to beare the Office of Conlta- 
ble.then hath beene heretofoze, Jt 1s therefoze enacted by the authozitie afo92eſaid, That if any Conſtable 
hereafter be choſen and ſwo2ne, andſhall haue ſerned one yeere in p2ccincts where they haue fozmerly been 


choſen two yeers befoze, and that there bee ſufficient choice ofmen im the pzecincts, Then the Ynhabitants___ 


Within the ſeuerall pzecincts may haue libercie at their pieaſure,to ercuſe and diſpenſe with tha ke 
to2 his ſecond yeers leruice: p2outded, That he pay towards the neceſſarycharges and ſeruice of the ward, 
itany ertrao2dinary accidents oz occalions,ſfuch ſuinme of money, andnot erceeding fine pounds, as by the 
Alderman,his Deputy,and common Councell men o2the greater part of them ſhaltbe appointed, the ſame 
to be paid to to the Church-wardens of the Pariſh wherein che ſaid pzccinct ts,to the vſe of the ward,andto 
be cailed fo2 by the Alderman,o2 is Deputie oz Deputies, When occaſion ſhall require, 

And it is further enacted by the authozity afozeſaid, That ſuch perſons as now lerue,o2 hereafter ſhall be 
choſen to theplace of common Councell men,mnthe ſeuerall wards of this City and Liberties thereof,ifthey 


ſhall Ae roar halutations from the ward whereinthey were ſo choſen to another ward, that then they 
hall not be choſen in that ſecond Uaard.,to inferiour place of Scauenger oz Conltavble,noz ve returnedvy rye 
Wardmote Jnqueſt,tobeof thegrand oz petty Jurics,if there ſhallbeother able and ſufficient mento ſerue 
and ſupply thole places and ſeruices ; any thing heretofoze vled tothe contraryRouwlinieay ding,.
